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The importance of family prayer is now almost 
universally acknowledged, and the practice of 
it has become very general among all classes 
of society. 

The Liturgy of the Church of England, 
though not unfrequently employed for this 
purpose, seems hardly applicable to the homely 
ceremony of family devotion, which, though 
not strictly private, partakes more of that cha- 
racter than belongs to congregational worship. 

The daily repetition of the same form of 
words in such a case is, moreover, too apt to 
degenerate into monotony and indifference; 
and variety, to a certain extent, seems almost, 
if not absolutely, necessary to engage attention 
and preserve devotional feeling. 



IV PREFACE. 

The object of the present publication is to 
afford such a number of prayers as, without 
being profuse, may admit of sufficient and 
convenient change. 

It is suggested, as the most simple and 
useful mode of performing family worship, 
that a portion, or the whole (as time may 
permit), of the Second Lesson be read, before 
using the form of prayer, each morning and 
evening. 

The prayers of the short series, selected 
from the Book of Psalms, may be used either 
as separate forms of devotion, or read as 
prefatory sentences before the daily prayers.

Preserve us in health and in safety, and 
grant us that rest which may refresh our 
bodies, and dispose us to serve Thee 
cheerfully in body and mind the ensuing 
day. Grant this, O Lord, for Thy dear 
Son's sake, Jesus Christ our Lord, &c. 
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EVENING.— 11. 

O God, the Father of heaven, we humbly 
present ourselves before Thee this even- 
ing, beseeching Thee to accept our un- 
feigned thanks for the many mercies 
and loving-kindnesses which Thou hast 
bestowed upon us during the past day. 
Thy mighty arm, O Lord, hath preserved 
us from all evil; Thy tender care has 
sustained us in health and strength ; 
Thy watchful providence has supplied us 
with food and raiment, and continued 
to us all the comforts and conveniences 
which we have been permitted to enjoy. 
Lord, great and manifold are the 
wondrous works which Thou hast done 
to us ; if we should endeavour to speak 
of them, they would be more than we 
should be able to express. May we 
never be unmindful of Thine infinite 
mercies towards us, nor while we par-

take of the abundance of Thy gifts, 
forget Thee, from whom alone all good 
things do proceed.

Take 
us, O Lord, we beseech Thee, this night 
under the shelter of Thine almighty 
wings. As Thou hast been our support 
during the day that is past, so let our 
souls rest on Thee during the hours of 
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darkness. Make us to remember Thee 
on our bed, and to think on Thee when 
we are waking; then let us commune 
with Thee in our hearts, and search out 
our spirit : for Thou art about our path 
and about our bed, and when we awake 
we are present with Thee. 

Make us, O Lord, ever mindful of the 
shortness and uncertainty of life, and 
teach us to direct our thoughts to that 
solemn season, when the shades of our 
declining years shall be stretched around 
us, and when our eyes shall be closed in 
the sleep of death. May we live in con- 
stant preparation for that great event, 
that so we may depart this life in peace, 
and be received into Thine everlasting 
kingdom, through the merits and for the 
sake of Thy dear Son, Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 
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EVENING.— 12. 

O Lord, our Creator and Governor, 
Thou art good to all, and Thy tender 
mercy is over all Thy works. Thou 
art nigh unto all that call upon Thee, 
and Thou hearest those who seek Thee 
in spirit and in truth. O Lord, we 
acknowledge Thy continual goodness to- 
wards us, and we thank Thee for all the 
favours and benefits which Thou hast 
conferred upon us. All Thy works praise 
Thee, O Lord, and we also would laud 
and magnify Thy holy name. Through 
Thy tender care we have been preserved 
during the day that is past, and defended 
both in body and soul from all evil acci- 
dents. If we have been enabled to escape 
sin, to Thy grace we ascribe the will 
and the power whereby we have done 
so ; if we have avoided any danger, Thy 
hand has guided us beyond the reach 
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thereof. Not unto us, Lord, but unto 
Thy name be the praise for all the pros- 
perity which has hitherto attended us, 
and for all the happiness which we have 
this day enjoyed. Let the sense of 
these Thy mercies sink deeply into our 
hearts, and let Thy goodness lead us to 
repentance. 

O Lord, we bow before the throne of 
Thy majesty, confessing our utter un- 
worthiness of Thy great and boundless 
love. We have sinned, O Lord, we have 
done amiss, we have broken Thy right r 
eous laws, and we have transgressed 
Thy holy commandments ; but do Thou, 
O Lord, hear and receive us for Thy 
dear Son Jesus Christ's sake. Hide Thy 
face from our sins, and put away all our 
misdeeds. Enter not into judgment with 
us, for in Thy sight shall no man living 
be justified. But as Thou hast redeemed 
us through the precious blood of Christ 
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our Saviour, so deliver us from the bur- 
then of our guilt, and from the bonds of 
our iniquity. 

Accept, O Lord, we beseech Thee of 
our prayers and supplications, which we 
offer unto Thee in Thy Son's name. 
Defend us during the night from all 
perils and dangers ; watch over us while 
we rest in sleep, and may we rise to 
glorify Thee for Thy continual goodness, 
and to renew unto Thee our vows. Take 
under Thine almighty protection all our 
relations and friends. Comfort and sup- 
port the afflicted and sorrowful; and 
enable us by Thy grace so to live, that 
when we come to die we may live with 
Thee for ever, through the merits and 
for the sake of Thy dear Son, Jesus 
Christ our Lord.
